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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear what comprises upper and lower framer portions. There is not antecedent 
basis for this in the specification. Please identify upper and lower framer portions along with 
opposed ends. 

2. Claims 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Scott (1 174185). 
Scott teaches a scabbard having a carrier having a C-shape opening, a latching mechanism/ 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, the apparatus having upper and lower frame portions 8' as 
claimed, and the latching mechanism being supported by and between the frame portions as 
claimed. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Scott in view of 
Nachtigal (1798028). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a 
releasable friction pad 7 as taught by Nachtigal to protect the content. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Scott in view 
of Nachtigal rejection, and further in view of xxx. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to make the friction member from rubber as taught by Byrd to provide the desired 
material for the friction pad. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McFerren et al. 
(599281 1). McFerren teaches an apparatus having a C-shape opening, and a latching mechanism 
as claimed. 
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6. Claims 4, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McFerren 
in view of Bacheldor (2379060). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
provide the pivoting configuration of Bacheldor in McFerren to insert the content easily. 
7: Claims 8-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
